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DESCENDANTS  OF  DAVID  POLLOCK 

INTRODUCTION  1702653 

One  of  my  earliest  recollections  is  of  attending  various 
family  reunions;  one  of  these,  the  Pollock  Reunion,  was  attended 
by  descendants  of  David  Pollock  (1755-1841) ;  he  was  a  Revolutionary 
war  soldier,  a  Maryland  planter  and  later  an  Erie  County,  Pa.  far¬ 
mer  'and  from  all  accounts  a  very  good,  well  liked  and  well  educated 
man.  As  at  least  ten  of  his  descendants  ar8  or  have  been  members  of 
the  D.A.R.  it  seems  fitting  that  a  genealogy  of  his  descendants 
should  be  compiled. 

Records  left  by  Ha lor an  D. Banks,  secretary  and  historian 
of  the  Pollock  Reunions  hav8  been  very  helpful  in  compiling  this 
genealogy;  there  has  been  little  to  do  except  rearrange,  extend 
and  index  his  genealogical  records®  Mr® Banks’  records  also  show  a 
register  of  those  attending  the  fourth  annual  Pollock  Reunion  at 
the  home  of  David  William  Pollock  in  Farnham,  Ohio  August  26,1899, 
the  fifth  annual  Pollock  Reunion  at  the  home  of  Mrs .Mary  D. Banks 
at  Berea,  Ohio,  August  25,1900  and  a  Pollock  Reunion  at  the  home 
of  V.  J.Craytor,  Conneaut,  Ohio,  August  26,1905;  the  one  held  in 
1905  was  the  last  of  these  reunions  and  of  course  the  old  people 
attending  it  have  long  since  passed  on. 

Mrs®Marion  Marriott  of  Meadville,  Pa®  has  been  very  help¬ 
ful;  she  lent  me  Mr. Banks’  records,  a  copy  of  the  military  record 
of  David  Pollock  and  other  old  records;  at  one  time  she  compiled 
a  family  tree  of  the  Pollock  Family,  including  some  of  the  names 
'of  the  descendants  of  David  Pollock’s  brother,  Thomas.  This  tree 
has  been  lost  but  a  copy  of  part  of  it  was  made  by  Mrs. Jennie  Smil¬ 
ey;  this  copy  included  only  the  descendants  of  David  Pollock  but 
has  been  very  helpful  nevertheless.  D.A.R.Lineage  Records  were 
also  used. 

It  was  my  intention  at  first  to  Include  also  some  in¬ 
formation  regarding  the  ancestry  of  David  Pollock;  however  the 
family  traditions  in  this  regard  did  not  seem  to  check  with  known 
facts  so  the  ancestral  part  is  omitted  for  the  present  rather 
than  add  to  many  mistakes  that  have  already  been  made  in  Pollock 
Genealogy. 


So  far  as  possible  I  have  followed  down  the  female  lines 
as  well  as  the  male;  however  there  were  many  vdiose  addresses  could 
not  be  obtained  and  some  of  my  letters  were  not  answered;  for 
these  reasons  there  are  many  names  and  dates  missing. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  vfho  so  cheerfully  cooperated  in  fur¬ 
nishing  data  for  this  genealogy  and  will  be  glad  to  have  errors 
and  omissions  called  to  my  attention.

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OTHER  POLLOCK  GENEALOGIES 


There  are  probably  tw9lve  or  more  distinct  branches  of 
tho  Pollock  Family  in  America  and  the  name  is  spoiled  many  ways; 
the  name  Polk  is  a  result  of  contracting  Pollock  as  Pol’k;  Pogue 
is  another  variation  of  the  name.  A3  there  are  so  many  branches 
of  this  family  in  America  and  as  they  number  one  President  of 
the  United  States  and  several  other  great  men  among  their  members 
it  is  not  surprising  that  a  lot  of  genealogical  has  been  and  is 
being  done  in  this  family. 

For  Pollock  genealogical  information  in  Scotland  the 
reader  is  referred  to  Crawfurd’s  Renfrewshire  pp  37  and  2<39;  for 
Scotland  and  Ireland  see  American  Historical  Magazine  of  Nash¬ 
ville  vols.I,  II,  III  and  IV  in  which  a  series  of  articles, 
written  by  Miss  Mary  hinder  Garret t,  abd>ut  the  Polk  Family  were 
published.  Miss  Garrett* s  Pollock  lineage  in  Scotland  does  not 
agree  rdth  that  given  by  Crawfurd  and  there  are  likely  errors 
in  both. 

Miss  Garrett,  in  the  above  genealogical  articles,  also 
covered  the  genealogy  of  the  descendants  of  Robert  Bruce  Pollock 
and  Magdalen  (Taskor)  Pollock,  including  mostly  the  lines  that 
settled  in  the  southern  part  of  the  United  States;  her  arrange¬ 
ment  was  very  poor  and  she  left  out  many  important  dates. 

In  1912  William  Karri  son  Polk  of  Lexington,  Kentucky? 
published  his  "Polk  Family  and  Kinsmen”;  he  covered  a  much  larger 
field  than  Miss  Garrett  and  collected  much  valuable  information 
on  the  genealogy  of  the  descendants  of  Robert  Bruce  Pollock,  but 
he  seems  to  have  written  it  just  as  he  collected  it  with  the  re¬ 
sult  that  he  has  no  logical  arrangement;  this  together  with  the 
fact  that  his  book  is  not  indexed  makes  it  of  little  value. 

Perhaps  the  best  genealogy  of  the  descendants  of  Robert 
Bruce  Pollock  is  one  written  by  Mrs. Frank  M.Ahgellotti  and  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  New  England  Genealogical  Register  for  1923  and  1924 
it  is  very  well  arranged  but  covers  mostly  the  southern  lines  of 
the  family. 

Four  sons  of  Dr. Thomas  Pollock  came  to  America  from 
Ireland  about  1750  and  settled  in  Northumberland  County,  Pa. ; 
a  genealogy  of  their  descendants  was  written  by  Rev. Horace  Edwin 
Hayden  in  1383  and  a  revised  edition  in  1884;  a  new  and  more 
complete  genealogy  of  this  branch  of  the  Pollock  Family  is  being 
prepared  by  Mrs. Helen  Pollock  Bray  of  Washington,  D.C. 

The  History  of  Erie  County  (Pa.)  has  a  short  genealogy 
of  some  of  the  descendants  of  Dr. Thomas  Pollock  as  well  as  a 
short  genealogy  of  the  descendants  of  one  Mathew  Pollock  who 
cane  to  America  from  Ireland  about  1820  and  settled  in  Erie 
County.  There  were  three  distinct  branches  of  the  family  living 
in  Erie  County:  descendants  of  Dr. Thomas  Pollock,  descendants  of 
llathew  Pollock  and  descendants  of  David  Pollock  (1755-1841). 
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DAVID  POLLOCK 


According  to  information  he  furnished  with  his  appli¬ 
cation  for  pension,  David  Pollock  was  bora  in  Chester  County, 

Pa.  in  1755.  He  served  as  a  private  in  the  Revolutionary  War; 
he  enlisted  from  Cecil  County,  M&.  in  June  or  July  1776  in  the 
Maryland  Flying  Camp  and  served  under  Captain  James  Harfield. 

In  December  of  that  year  he  was  transferred  to  a  Pennsylvania 
Company  under  the  command  of  Capthin  Campbell.  In  January  1777 
he  Y/as  in  the  Battle  of  Princeton.  He  served  nine  months  in  all, 
being  discharged  on  account  of  injuries  to  Ms  feet  which  left 
him  lame  the  balance  of  his  life. 

After  his  discharge  from  the  army  he  went  to  live  on 
the  plantation  in  Maryland,  which  he  had  inherited.  Although  a 
slave  owner  he  evidently  was  not  in  sympathy  with  the  institu¬ 
tion  of  slavery;  it  is  3aid  that  ho  never  bought  or  sold  slaves 
but  on  the  contrary  after  he  had  educated  and  taught  them  trades 
he  gave  them  their  freedom;  his  old  "mammy"  would  not  leave  him 
hoY/ever  and  he  kept  her  until  she  died. 

ANN  ROWLAND. 

He  married  Ann  Rowland  about  1786;  she  was  born  in  1770 
and  died  in  1850#  Ann  Rowland  was  the  daughter  and  one  of  the  t wp 
children  of  Captain  Rowland,  a  sea  captain  who  owned  and  operated 
Ms  own  ship  in  spice,  tobacco,  cotton  and  silk  trade  between 
American,  European  and  East  Indian  ports.  After  the  death  of  their 
mother,  it  was  the  custom  of  Captain  Rowland  when  going  on  a  long 
cruise,  to  leave  Ann  and  her  brother,  Robert,  with  their  unc3.e, 
a  Maryland  planter;  this  uncle  was  provided  with  funds  and  instru¬ 
cted  that  in  case  anything  happened  to  Captain  Rowland  to  raise 
them  as  his  own.  Money  was  also  deposited  in  a  Philadelphia  bank 
for  their  use  when  they  reached  maturity;  so  far  as  is  known  this 
money  was  never  withdrawn. 

There  came  a  time  when  Captain  Rowland  did  not  return 
and  as  this  happened  about  the  tine  a  very  bad  storm  was  reported 
in  the  East  Indies,  ho  was  evidently  lost  at  sea.  Up  to  this  tins 
the  children  had  received  very  good  treatment  but  when  it  became 
evident  that  Captain  Rowland  would  never  return  thi3  good  treat¬ 
ment  disappeared;  Ann  was  put  to  work  in  the  kitchen  and  Robert 
was  put  to  work  in  the  fields  with  the  slaves;  they  were  neither 
clothed  nor  educated  properly  and  were  not  allowed  to  leave  the 

Plhhtation.  The  neighbors  understood  that  the  children  were  away 
at  school.  Robert  ran  away  when  about  twelve  years  of  age. 

One  day  when  Ann  was  about  fifteen  years  old  she  man¬ 
aged  to  get  over  onto  the  adjoining  Pollock  plantation  where 
David  Pollock  on  hi 3  daily  ride  about  the  estate  met  her;  he 
was  very  much  surprised  to  learn  the  story  of  her  mistreatment 
and  his  sympathy  was  aroused.  He  soon  made  a  change  in  her  liv-

ing  conditions  and  a  year  or  so  later  they  were  married  after 
which  he  gave  her  the  education  that  had  so  far  been  denied 
her*  This  is  the  story  a3  it  was  told  by  Ann  Rowland  Pollock 
herself  to  her  grandaughter,  Charlotte  Marietta  Pollock  who 
was  the  mother  of  Mrs. Marion  Marriott* 

MIGRATION 

About  1800  David  Pollock  sold  his  plantation  and 
moved  to  Philadelphia;  he  did  not  live  there  long  however  as 
he  heard  of  good  fanning  land  to  be  had  in  Erie  County,  bought 
a  large  tract  of  it  arid  together  with  a  number  of  German  immi¬ 
grants  migrated  there;  he  sold  a  large  part  of  this  tract  to 
these  Germans  and  it  is  said  that  some  of  them  never  paid  him 
for  their  land*  At  any  rate  David  Pollock  was  evidently  easy 
going  and  a  very  poor  business  man  and  being  unable  to  do  much’ 
work  on  account  of  his  lameness  he  soon  lost  most  of  his  money. 
In  1832  he  applied  for  and  received  a  snail  pension  for  his 
nine  months  service  in  the  Revolution;  this  pension  was  paid' 
him  until  his  death  after  which  a  pension  was  paid  his  widow* 

ANN  ROWLAND  POLLOCK’S  LAST  DAYS. 

After  David  Pollock’s  death,  Ann  Rowland  Pollock 
lived  with  her  daughter  and  son-in-law,  Polly  and  Ezra  White, 
at  McKean,  Erie  County.  Pa.  but  was  not  contented  there,  so 
later  she  wbnt  to  live  with  her  son,  David  Pollock  at  Conneaut, 
Ohio.  Among  the  few  relics  that  she  left  there  is  a  winding 
sheet  or  shroud  that  she  male  at  the  time  of  her  marriage  and 
a  small  rocking  chair;  those  are  in  the  possession  of  Mrs. 
Marriott.
